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FOREWORD 


The  seventh  edition  of  Library  and  Reference  Facilities  in 
the  Area  of  the  District  of  Columbia  describes  the  libraries 
that  offer  service  to  the  public  and  those  possessing  \anique  or 
specialized  collections  even  though  they  serve  a  restricted 
clientele.  Where  the  collection  is  restricted,  qualified 
researchers  can  generally  arrange  to  uae  the  material  through 
the  librarian.  The  statement  on  regulations  indicates  the  con¬ 
ditions  under  which  permission  may  be  obtained.  The  District 
of  Coliombia  Library  Association  has  cooperated  fully  in  supporting 
the  preparation  of  this  new  edition  and  special  thanks  are  due 
its  officers  and  members  for  the  assistance  they  have  given. 

The  descriptions  of  some  of  the  collections  are  not  as  full 
as  could  be  wished;  however,  they  will  serve  as  an  initial  guide 
for  users  who  wish  to  obtain  additional  information.  A  subject 
index,  keyed  to  the  section  n\imbers  of  the  entries,  will  be  found 
at  the  end  of  the  directory.  Where  possible,  the  section  niombers 
in  the  sixth  edition  have  been  retained  at  the  request  of  users 
who  have  developed  a  library  code  from  them.  Where  a  change  in 
the  name  of  the  library  has  made  this  impossible,  a  cross  reference 
has  been  used  to  indicate  the  new  name  if  it  is  not  immediately 
apparent .  An  index  of  librarians  will  be  found  in  the  pages 
following  the  subject  index. 

There  are  a  number  of  special  collections  in  the  area,  some 
of  considerable  research  value,  which  have  not  been  listed  because 
of  the  wishes  of  the  custodian.  This  has  been  the  governing  factor 
and  those  having  subject  interests  must  seek  their  own  information 
through  the  facility  concerned.  It  is  hoped  that  at  some  future 
date  these  libraries  as  well  as  specialized  private  collections 
can  be  listed.  The  area  is  rich  in  such  resources.

The  Library's  reference  and  research  objectives  are:  (l)  to 
undertake  for  Members  and  Committees  of  the  Congress  research  and 
reference  projects  involving  primarily  the  Library's  collections 
and  req_uired  by  Members  in  connection  with  the  performance  of  their 
legislative  duties;  (2)  to  undertake  insofar  as  its  means  allow  for 
officers  and  departments  of  the  Government,  reference  and  research 
projects  appropriate  to  the  Library,  which  can  be  executed  by 
reference  to  its  collections  and  which  the  staffs  of  offices  and 
departments  are  unable  to  execute;  (3)  to  make  the  reference  staff 
and  facilities  of  the  Library  available  to  the  public,  universities, 
learned  societies,  and  other  libraries  requiring  services  which  the 
Library  staff  is  equipped  to  give  and  which  can  be  given  without 
interference  with  services  to  the  Congress  and  other  agencies  of  the 
Federal  Government.  For  reference  use,  the  Library  is  absolutely  free 
without  introduction  or  credentials  to  any  inquirer  from  any  place; 
except  that  high  school  students  are  not  permitted  to  use  the  reading 
rooms unless  they  furnish  a  letter  from  their  principals  certifying  a 
legitimate  research  need  for  materials  not  in  their  school  or  public 
libraries  and  not  for  routine  class  assignments. 

COLLECTIONS 


On  June  30,  19^5,  the  Library's  collections  were  estimated  to 
contain  a  total  of  189,000  pieces  in  the  following  categories: 
13,^53,000  volumes  and  pamphlets;  1^9,000  boiind  volumes  of  newspapers; 
18,838,000  manuscripts;  2,886,000  maps  and  views;  3,21^1,000  items  of 
music;  156,000  phonographic  discs,  tapes,  and  wires;  1,800,000  photo¬ 
graphic  negatives,  prints,  and  slides;  175,000  prints  and  drawings; 
82,000  motion-picture  reels;  331,900  reels  and  strips  of  microfilm, 
of  which  liil,700  reels  contain  newspapers  on  microfilm;  and  many 
other  items  such  as  microcards,  micro-opaques,  photostats,  and 
posters.  In  addition,  hundreds  of  thousands  of  single  issues  of  current 
newspapers  and  periodicals  are  available  for  reference. 

The  book  collections,  encyclopedic  in  content,  are  strongest  in 
history,  public  law  and  legislation,  public  documents  of  the  United 
States  and  foreign  governments,  the  political  and  social  sciences, 
literature  and  language,  science  and  technology,  bibliography,  and 
library  science.  Through  the  Smithsonian  Institution,  extensive  files 
of  foreign  learned  societies'  publications  are  received.  Under  the 
operation  of  the  copyright  law  (chiefly  since  I870)  the  most  compre¬ 
hensive  collection  in  existence  of  products  of  the  American  press  has 
been  brought  together  by  the  transfer  to  the  Library  proper  of  a  careful 
selection  of  those  deemed  worthy  of  preservation. 

The  special  collections  include  the  Library  of  Thomas  Jefferson; 
the  Peter  Force  Collection  of  Americana,  60,000  books  and  pamphlets; 
the  Toner  Collection  of  medicine  and  American  local  history,  presented 
by  the  Washington  physician  and  antiquarian,  Joseph  M.  Toner,  consisting 
of  over  29,000  books  and  12,000  pamphlets  and  periodicals;  the  Yudin 
collection,  acquired  in  1907,  consisting  of  80,000  volumes,  chiefly  in 
the  Russian  language,  particularly  valuable  for  the  history  of  Russia, 


Siberia,  and  Alaska;  the  Lessing  J.  Rosenwald  collection  of  manu¬ 
scripts  and  examples  of  fine  printing  and  book  illustration  from 
the  12th  century  to  the  present;  more  than  5)600  incunabula  (books 
printed  in  the  15th  century) ,  including  a  perfect  copy  of  the 
Gutenberg  Bible,  first  great  book  printed  in  the  Western  World; 
the  Longe  Collection  of  about  2,000  early  English  plays;  the  Albert 
Schatz  Collection  of  approximately  l4,000  opera  librettos;  the 
collection  in  fine  arts,  especially  of  Whistleriana  and  Pennelliana, 
established  by  Joseph  and  Elizabeth  Robins  Pennell;  the  collection 
of  13,000  items  from  Justice  Oliver  Wendell  Holmes'  library;  the 
Chinese  Collection  of  3^9)000  volumes,  acquired  for  the  most  part 
since  1906;  the  Japanese  Collection  of  ^58,000  volumes;  and  Woodrow 
Wilson's  library,  presented  in  19^6. 

SPECIAL  FACILITIES  FOR  RESEARCH 


Over  300  study  desks  in  several  different  locations  in  the  Main 
Building  and  the  Annex  are  available  for  assignment  to  full-time 
scholars  and  researchers  doing  advanced  work  which  requires  relative 
quiet  and  the  reservation  of  books .  Typing  and  voice  recording  de¬ 
vices  may  be  permitted  in  specified  areas.  There  also  are  more  than 
600  shelves  where  assignees  may  reserve  books  which  they  are  using 
regularly . 


THE  GENERAL  READING  ROOMS 


The  Main  Reading  Room,  which  has  a  seating  capacity  of  202 
readers,  is  located  on  the  first  floor  of  the  Main  Building.  Although 
it  services  primarily  the  collections  housed  in  that  building,  books 
shelved  in  the  stack  areas  of  either  building  can  be  delivered  in 
either  general  reading-room.  Among  the  book  collections  housed  in 
the  Main  Building  are:  American  history,  bo\ind  general  periodicals, 
economics,  fiction,  language  and  literature,  political  science  and 
government  documei^ts,  and  sociology.  The  alcoves  encircling  the 
Reading  Room  contain  a  reference  collection  of  27,000  volumes.  The 
second  floor  gallery  houses  the  collection  of  legislative  documents. 

The  Thomas  Jefferson  Room  is  located  on  the  fifth  floor  of  the 
Annex  and  can  seat  22h  readers.  It  services  primarily  the  collections 
housed  in  the  Annex,  including:  science,  technology,  medicine, 
agriculture,  military  and  naval  science,  education,  genealogy,  American 
local  history,  bibliography  and  library  science,  universal  and  world 
history,  philosophy  and  religion,  geography,  anthropology,  and  sports. 
This  reading  room  houses  a  general  reference  collection  of  ^,000  volumes 

The  Local  History  and  Genealogy  Room,  with  a  card  catalog  of  its 
collections,  card  indexes  to  biographies,  coats  of  arms,  and  genealogies 
and  a  comprehensive  reference  collection,  is  in  the  alcoves  adjoining 
the  Thomas  Jefferson  Room.

The  function  of  this  Division  is  to  provide  library  service 
to  blind  residents  of  the  entire  country.  The  Division  procures 
braille  and  recorded  books  and  magazines  and  deposits  them  with 
32  Regional  Libraries  for  the  Blind,  which  in  turn  lend  them 
directly  to  blind  individuals .  Reading  materials  for  the  blind 
are  carried  by  the  U.S.  mails  free  of  postage,  and  the  service 
is  completely  free  and  available  to  all  individuals  who  are  legally 
blind.  Modified  phonographs  known  as  talking-book  machines  are  also 
provided  by  the  Division  free  of  charge  through  5^  state  lending  agencies. 
The  Division  maintains  one  of  its  32  Regional  Libraries  for  the  Blind, 
which, in  addition  to  serving  the  District  of  Columbia,  acts  as  a 
national  resource  in  supplementing  the  services  of  the  remaining  31 
libraries.  The  Division  also  trains  and  coordinates  volunteers  who 
provide  hand-transcribed  braille  material  and  tape-recorded  books 
to  meet  specialized  needs  of  blind  persons  and  items  of  limited 
interest.  The  services  provided  by  the  Division  are  comparable  to 
those  of  a  local  public  library  in  scope,  but  place  greater  emphasis 
on  wide  distribution  of  catalogs  and  book  listings  which  can  be 
mailed  to  individual  readers.  A  continuous  program  of  research  and 
development  is  also  conducted,  particularly  in  such  areas  as  indexing 
of  recordings,  speech  compression,  and  sound  reproduction  systems 
especially  designed  for  use  by  blind  persons.

This  Division  provides  advisory  and  interpretative  service 
upon  the  great  bulk  of  the  Library’s  book  collections.  The  staff 
responds  to  reference  and  bibliographic  inquiries  on  the  great 
number  and  variety  of  subjects  not  within  the  scope  of  the  other 
divisions  of  the  Reference  Department  or  of  the  other  departments 
of  the  Library,  and  serves  Members  of  Congress,  the  other  government 
agencies,  and  the  general  public  by  providing  its  services  in  person, 
by  telephone,  through  correspondence,  and  through  published  biblio¬ 
graphies.  General  reference  service  to  readers  is  provided  through 
the  facilities  of  two  public  reading  rooms,  the  Main  Reading  Room 
located  on  the  First  Floor  of  the  Main  Building  and  the  Thomas 
Jefferson  Room  located  on  the  Fifth  Floor  of  the  Annex.  Special 
reference  service  to  readers  in  the  field  of  local  history  and 
genealogy  is  provided  in  the  Local  History  and  Genealogy  Room  adja¬ 
cent  to  the  Thomas  Jefferson  Reading  Room.  Extensive  reference 
collections  are  selected  and  maintained  by  the  Division  in  these 
reading  rooms,  and  are  available  for  reader  use.  The  Telephone 
Inquiry  Unit  (ext.  436)  provides  telephone  reference  service;  and 
the  Directory  Subunit,  located  in  Alcove  7  in  the  Main  Reading  Room, 
provides  reference  service  in  person,  and  (for  official  government 
business)  by  telephone.  The  African  Section  provides  reference 
and  bibliographic  services  for  non-Arabic  Africa,  producing  a  series 
of  reference  publications  and  maintaining  card  and  loose-leaf  files. 
The  Children's  Book  Section  provides  reference  and  bibliographic 
services  about  children's  literature.  It  maintains  a  comprehensive 
reference  collection  and  catalog  control  of  juvenile  books.  The 
International  Organizations  Section  provides  reference  and  biblio¬ 
graphical  services  about  international  organizations  and  their  meet¬ 
ings  and  publications.  It  maintains  a  reference  collection  of  books, 
documents,  periodicals,  and  pamphlets.  It  issues  the  World  List  of 
Future  International  Meetings,  quarterly  with  interim  Monthly 
Supplements,  which  cites  international  meetings  three  years  in  advance.

The  Geography  and  Map  Division's  collections  include  approxi¬ 
mately  2,886,000  maps,  27,000  atlases,  several  hundred  globes,  and 
the  current  Issues  of  more  than  175  periodicals  in  the  fields  of 
geography  and  cartography .  The  collections  are  comprehensive  in 
scope,  including  historical  and  modern  maps  for  domestic  and  foreign 
areas.  The  Division  maintains  a  reading  room  where  those  materials 
may  be  studied,  and  a  reference  staff  is  available  to  assist  readers 
in  the  selection  and  evaluation  of  special  purpose  maps.  Inquiries 
concerning  maps  and  cartography  are  received  by  mail  and  telephone, 
as  well  as  directly  from  readers.  Institutions  may  request  certain 
maps  and  cartographic  reference  material  through  interlibrary  loan. 

The  collections  are  unusually  rich  in  historical  maps  with 
special  emphasis  on  the  United  States  and  other  areas  of  the  American 
continents.  Modern  maps  include  the  unclassified  output  of  United 
States  official  mapping  agencies,  all  copyrighted  maps,  rare  items 
received  as  gifts,  and  foreign  maps  obtained  both  by  purchase  and  by 
exchange  with  foreign  mapping  agencies.  During  the  past  five  years 
more  than  100,000  maps  have  been  accessioned  annually.  The  Division 
also  maintains  a  comprehensive  atlas  catalog  and  the  Bibliography  of 
Cartography,  a  dictionary-type  card  file  of  some  55,000  entries. 
Microfilm  copies  of  the  Bibliography  of  Cartography  are  sold  by  the 
Library's  Photo duplication  Service.

This  center  for  the  pursuit  of  studies  in  Spanish,  Portuguese, 
Brazilian,  and  Spanlsh-American  culture  was  established  in  1939  with 
the  generous  cooperation  of  the  Hispanic  Society  of  America.  Its 
primary  role  is  to  develop  and  interpret  the  varied  and  vast  holdings 
concerning  the  Spanish  and  Portuguese  areas.  Although  the  Hispanic 
Foundation  does  not  have  custody  of  these  collections,  which  are 
serviced  through  the  Stack  and  Reader  Division,  its  small  staff  aids 
in  enlarging  them  and  provides  bibliographical  and  other  information 
concerning  them.  Other  departments  and  divisions  of  the  Library 
contain  important  groups  of  Hispanic  material,  especially  the  Law 
Library,  the  Rare  Book  Division,  the  Music  Division,  the  Manuscript 
Division,  the  Prints  and  Photographs  Division  and  the  Geography  and 
Map  Division. 

Latin  American  materials  in  the  humanities  and  in  the  social 
sciences  routinely  are  given  professional  bibliographical  treatment 
in  the  standard  Handbook  of  Latin  American  Studies.  The  latter  is 
an  annual,  selective,  annotated  bibliography  prepared  in  the  Hispanic 
Foundation  with  the  aid  of  more  than  80  subject  specialists,  who 
voluntarily  provide  the  descriptive  and  evaluative  comments  on  works 


produced  vithin  their  professional  competence.  About  ^0,000  pieces 
of  material  are  scanned  annually  for  possible  inclusion  in  the 
Handbook;  in  its  27  volumes  published  to  date,  there  are  references 
to  some  100,000  books  and  periodical  articles  covering  about  l8 
major  subject  fields  in  the  social  sciences.

The  Law  Library  of  Congress  is  the  general  legal  research  library 
maintained  by  the  Federal  Government  in  the  National  Capital.  It  is 
organized,  in  addition  to  the  Office  of  the  Law  Librarian,  in  five 
divisions,  each  responsible  for  the  development,  maintenance,  and 
service  of  legal  materials  for  assigned  jurisdictions  -  the  American- 
British  Law  Division  for  the  United  States,  the  British  Commonwealth 
of  Nations,  and  Eire;  the  European  Law  Division  for  the  nations  of 
Europe  (exclusive  of  Spain  and  Portugal)  and  their  colonies,  and  the 
Asiatic  members  of  the  USSR;  the  Far  Eastern  Law  Division  for  Burma, 
Cambodia,  China,  Indonesia,  Japan,  Korea,  Laos,  Malaya,  Singapore, 
Thailand,  and  Viet  Nam;  the  Hispanic  Law  Division  for  Spain,  Portugal,  and 
their  colonies,  and  for  Latin  America,  Puerto  Rico,  and  the  Philippines; 
and  the  Near  Eastern  and  African  Law  Division  for  the  nations  of  the 
Near  and  Middle  East  and  all  jurisdictions  of  Africa  except  the 
Spanish  and  Portugese  colonies.  Its  primary  object  is  to  serve 
Congress  and  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States.  Its  other  duties 
and  services,  however,  are  also  of  utmost  importance.  The  Law  Library 
is  used  extensively  by  the  several  Government  departments  and  agencies, 
the  diplomatic  corps,  members  of  the  bench  and  bar,  and  by  individual 
investigators  of  legal  subjects.  Furthermore,  it  supplements  not  only 
the  fifty  or  more  working  law  libraries  in  the  Government  departments, 
but  also  the  bar  and  university  libraries  throughout  the  country. 

The  law  collections  of  the  Library  at  the  present  time  total 
approximately  1,250,000  volumes,  which  are  located  mostly  in  the  Main 
Building  of  the  Library  of  Congress.  A  working  collection,  the  Law 
Library  in  the  Capitol,  is  maintained  for  the  exclusive  use  of  Members 
of  Congress  and  their  staffs. 

^The  collections  embrace  full  sets  of  both  Federal  and  State 
session  laws,  statutes,  and  reports,  a  practically  complete  set  of 
the  original  records  and  briefs  of  the  United  States  Supreme  Court , 
an  excellent  collection  of  the  records  and  briefs  of  the  United  States 
Courts  of  Appeals,  and  collections  of  the  bar  association  reports, 
opinions  of  the  attorney-general,  legal  directories,  Anglo-American 
treatises,  reports  of  American  and  foreign  trials,  and  legal  periodicals. 
Moreover,  the  Law  Library  possesses  extensive  collections  in  inter¬ 
national  law,  Roman  law,  canon  law,  the  history  and  philosophy  of  law 


and  jurisprudence,  and  various  other  special  branches  of  law.  It 
also  has  a  collection  of  English  yearbooks,  statutes, and  treatises 
printed  prior  to  the  year  l600.  There  are  approximately  290  legal 
incunabula  exclusive  of  those  which  are  kept  in  the  Rare  Book  Division. 

The  Law  Library  has  an  extensive  collection  of  legal  materials, 
legislation,  court  decisions,  legal  treatises,  and  periodicals  of 
foreign  countries,  forming  perhaps  the  best  foreign  law  library  in 
the  covintry.  Various  projects  have  been  initiated  to  develop  reference 
tools  in  order  to  encourage  research  and  facilitate  the  use  of  the 
foreign  collections.  Among  these  is  the  series  of  Guides  to  the 
Law  and  Legal  Literature  of  Germany,  Spain,  France,  and  the  Lat in- 
American  countries,  which  was  begun  in  1912,  and  the  last  of  which 
was  published  in  19^8;  the  Anglo-American  Legal  Bibliographies :  an 
Annotated  Guide  ( 19^^ ) ;  and  the  Guide  to  the  Legal  Sources  of  Mainland 
China,  in  press;  all  were  published  by  the  Library  of  Congress.  The 
T-volume  series  of  Legal  Sources  and  Bibliography  of  the  Mid-European 
countries  published  by  Praeger  ( 1958-^4),  the  2-volume  Index  to  Latin 
American  Legislation  (l950-6o)  published  by  G.  K.  Hall  &  Co . ,  and 

the  various  card  indexes  of  legislation  and  legal  periodical  litera¬ 
ture  currently  maintained  by  the  law  divisions  are  additional  tools. 

The  Law  Library's  comprehensive  collections  of  printed  legal 
materials  are  supplemented  by  several  collections  of  microfilms. 

For  example ,  the  Microfilm  Collection  of  Early  State  Records,  pre¬ 
pared  by  the  Library  of  Congress  and  the  University  of  North  Carolina, 
the  British  Manuscripts  Project  of  the  American  Council  of  Learned 
Society,  the  Short  Title  Catalogue  Project,  University  Microfilms, 

Inc.,  the  Evans'  American  Bibliography  project  of  Readex,  the  Official 
Gazettes  of  the  Mexican  States  Project  of  the  Library  of  Congress,  and 
many  others .

The  Legislative  Reference  Service  provides  research  and  analyt¬ 
ical,  consultative  and  informational  services  to  the  Members  and 
Committees  of  Congress  in  connection  with  their  official  business. 

In  addition,  it  publishes,  at  regular  intervals,  the  Digest  of 
Public  General  Bills.  The  Service  is  organized  into  Divisions, 
established  along  broad  subject  field  lines,  as  follows:  (l)  an 
American  Law  Division,  which  provides  research  in  the  fields  of 
Federal,  state,  county, and  municipal  law  and  prepares  for  publica¬ 
tion  the  Digest  of  Public  General  Bills;  (2)  an  Economics  Division, 
covering  the  fields  of  money  and  banking,  housing  and  community 
development,  transportation  and  communications,  labor.  Industrial 


organization  and  corporation  finance,  international  trade,  and 
economic  geography;  (3)  a  Natural  Resources  Division,  covering  agri¬ 
culture,  mineral  economics,  forestry,  lumher  and  paper  economics, 
and  the  fields  of  water,  irrigation,  reclamation? and  land  use; 

(4)  a  Foreign  Affairs  Division,  covering  international  relations, 
comparative  government,  and  national  defense;  (5)  an  Education  and 
Puhlic  Welfare  Division,  covering  education,  social  security, 
retirement  systems,  problems  of  the  aging,  some  areas  of  criminology, 
immigration,  and  Indian  affairs;  (6)  a  Government  and  General  Research

research  services;  and  (9)  a  Science  Policy  Research  Division,  cover¬ 
ing  public  policy  problems  and  legislative  problems  relating  to  science 
and  technology.

The  privilege  of  withdrawing  books  and  other  materials  from 
the  Library  of  Congress,  originally  limited  to  Members  of  Congress, 
has  been  extended  by  law  and  under  authority  of  law  to  others 
including^ other  officers  of  the  Government,  the  diplomatic  corps, 
the  judiciary,  the  Government  departments  for  official  use,  and 
through  the  inter-library  loan  system  to  public,  university,  and 
special  libraries  throughout  the  world.  These  loans  are  adminis¬ 
tered  by  the  Loan  Division.

The  Division  has  custody  of  the  main  body  of  the  Library's 
manuscript  holdings,  numbering  more  than  18,838,000  pieces  or 
docments.  Most  manuscript  maps  and  music,  medieval  manuscripts. 


and  manuscripts  in  oriental  languages^  and  consideratle  quantities 
of  microfilms  of  manuscripts  are  administered  elsewhere  in  the 
Library.  The  Division  maintains  a  special  reading  room,  where  the 
collections  may  he  consulted  under  the  supervision  of  attendants. 
Manuscripts  are  open  to  inspection  and  copying  (hut  not  always  to 
photocopying)  except  where  restrictions  on  access  to  collections 
have  heen  imposed,  usually  hy  donors  of  recent  manuscripts. 

The  collection  contains  (l)  personal  papers  of  nationally 
eminent  Americans,  including  most  of  the  Presidents  of  the  United 
States;  (2)  records  of  certain  organizations  of  national  importance; 
(3)  manuscripts  concerning  the  history  of  Latin  America;  and  (i|) 
more  than  3,000,000  pages  of  reproductions  of  manuscripts  relating 
to  America  in  foreign  archives  and  libraries,  a  large  proportion 
of  them  obtained  by  funds  given  to  the  Library  by  John  D. 
Rockefeller,  Jr.,  and  the  late  James  B.  Wilbur.  A  list  of  publica¬ 
tions  concerning  the  manuscript  holdings,  prepared  in  1950,  is 
available  in  the  Division  upon  request.  Reports  of  recent  ac¬ 
cessions  appear  in  current  publications  of  the  Library  of  Congress 
and  in  the  current  issues  of  several  scholarly  journals,  including 
the  American  Historical  Review.

The  collections  in  the  Microfilm  Reading  Room  contain  over 
U00,000  reels,  micro-opaques  and  micro-transparencies,  including 
Slavica,  Maps,  Rare  Books,  and  some  categories  of  Law.  Reading 
machines  are  available  for  microfilm  and  for  the  other  microforms 
in  the  collections.  Among  the  special  groups  are  early  American 
imprints,  early  English  and  American  periodicals.  Early  State 
Records  Project,  books  printed  in  English  before  l640,  English 
and  American  plays  of  I516-I830,  Journals  and  Sessional  Papers  of 
the  British  House  of  Commons,  manuscripts  filmed  by  the  American 
Council  of  Learned  Societies'  British  Manuscripts  Project,  Modern 
Language  Association  reproductions  of  manuscripts  and  rare  books, 
manuscripts  in  monasteries  at  Mt.  Sinai  and  Mt.  Athos  and  in  the 
Patriarchal  libraries  in  Jerusalem,  early  archives  of  Genoa  and 
Venice,  inventories  from  the  Archives  Nationales  (Paris)  and  of 
numerous  German,  Austrian  and  Italian  archives  and  libraries, 
early  Latin  American  imprints  (Medina  Collection),  papers  of 
Simon  Bolivar,  Mexican  provincial  and  local  archives  from  Jalisco, 

Oaxaca,  Parral,  Puebla  and  other  cities,  l6th-and  17th-century 
Russian  imprints,  archives  of  the  Japanese  Ministry  of  Foreign 
Affairs  for  1868-19^5,  corporation  annual  reports,  doctoral  dissertations, 
and  brittle  books  from  the  Library's  general  book  collections.

The  Music  Division  has  the  custody  of  the  Library's  music 
collection  which  embraces  music  (printed  and  manuscript),  books 
on  music,  sound  recordings  (including  non-music  recordings),  and 
other  materials.  The  total  accessioned  collection  now  numbers 
about  3,2lU,000  items,  which  were  received  through  copyright, 
purchase,  gift,  transfer,  and  exchange.  Before  1902  the  holdings 
were  chiefly  copyright  deposits,  which  continue  to  form  the  bulk 
of  the  collection;  after  1902  there  began  the  systematic  develop¬ 
ment  that  has  made  the  collection  one  of  the  largest  and  most 
significant  in  existence.  In  addition  to  many  thousand  scores 
(orchestral,  operatic,  choral  music,  chamber  music,  etc.),  the 
Music  Division  also  has  notable  collections  of  rare  books,  rare 
music,  original  manuscripts,  autograph  correspondence,  etc.,  and 
of  first  editions  of  the  master  composers  beginning  with  J.  S. 

Bach.  It  is  unrivaled  for  musical  publications  of  the  past  half 
century.  Consequently  the  research  possibilities  in  the  music 
Division,  with  respect  to  music  of  western  civilization,  are 
well-nigh  unlimited. 

Among  the  original  manuscripts  are  holographs  of  Bach,  H&idel, 
Haydn,  Mozart,  Beethoven,  Weber,  Schubert,  Schumann,  Liszt,  Wagner, 
Debussy,  and  many  others,  including  possibly  the  largest  single 
collection  of  Brahms  autographs,  ever  assembled.  The  holographs 
of  20th  century  composers  are  unequalled  elsewhere.  Gifts  to  the 
Music  Division  range  from  small  individual  items  to  huge  donations 
of  materials  and  resources,  from  a  single  sheet  or  volume  to  the 
Elizabeth  Sprague  Coolidge  Foundation,  the  Gertrude  Clarke 
Whittall  Foundation,  the  Serge  Koussevitzky  Music  Foundation,  and 
the  Dayton  C.  Miller  Flute  Collection.  The  Coolidge  Foundation  is 
concerned  with  the  production  and  promotion  of  chamber  music,  the 
Whittall  Foundation  primarily  with  concerts  utilizing  the  Library's 
collection  of  Stradivari  instruments.  Mrs.  Coolidge  provided  the 
Coolidge  Auditorium,  in  which  the  public  enjoys  frequent  and  chamber 
music  concerts,  and  presented  to  the  Library  her  collection  of 
holograph  music.  Mrs.  Whittall  gave  the  Library  five  Stradivari 
instruments,  the  Whittall  Pavilion  in  which  these  instruments  are 
exhibited,  and  a  remarkable  collection  of  original  manuscripts. 

Their  foundations  are  established  by  endowments  in  addition  to 
material  gifts.  Serge  Koussevitzky  created  his  foimdation  chiefly 
to  perpetuate  his  support  of  the  modern  composer.  The  Miller  flute 
collection  is  a  unique  assemblage  of  nearly  1,600  instruments  plus 
a  remarkably  comprehensive  body  of  flute  music  and  literature;  a 
generous  endowment  guarantees  its  maintenance. 


The  prime  responsibility  of  the  Music  Division  is  to  collect  and 
preserve  American  music  and  its  documentation.  Music  publishers  of 
the  United  States  have  been  extraordinarily  generous  in  giving  the 
Library  holograph  scores  of  American  composers.  In  addition,  the 
Library  makes  a  special  effort  to  maintain  as  complete  a  collection 
as  possible  of  American  musical  publications  (music  and  books),  from 
pre-Colonial  days  to  the  present . 

Also  in  the  Music  Division  is  the  largest  collection  of  operatic 
material  in  existence:  full  scores,  piano-vocal  scores,  and  librettos. 

Of  particular  importance  in  this  connection  is  the  Albert  Schatz  col¬ 
lection  of  Librettos,  obtained  e^  bloc  early  in  the  century. 

The  chief  functions  of  the  Archive  of  Folk  Song  are  the  collec¬ 
tion,  preservation,  and  service  of  all  types  of  folk  music,  again 
with  special  emphasis  on  American  manifestations.  Sound  recordings 
(now  containing  almost  80,000  separate  titles  on  disc,  tape,  cylinder 
and  wire)  have  come  from  many  different  localities  and  countries. 

Modern  recording  eq_uipment  and  the  recording  studio  of  the  Music 
Division's  Recording  Laboratory,  resulting  from  a  grant  of  the  Carnegie 
Corporation  of  New  York,  provide  new  outlets  for  the  Library's  cultural 
resources.  The  duplication  and  wide  distribution  of  folk  music,  preserva¬ 
tion  of  important  musical  events,  and  the  dissemination  of  various  musical, 
literary  and  historical  phenomena  are  effected  through  the  Recording 
Laboratory's  facilities.  At  present  29  literary  albums  and  60  folk 
music  albums  have  been  produced  for  public  sale,  with  more  to  be 
added  as  resources  permit.

The  National  Union  Catalog  apparatus  consists  of  a  number  of 
Union  catalogs  which  vary  in  their  contents  and  services  as  follows: 

1.  The  National  Union  Catalog,  a  Cumulative  Author  List,  published 
in  monthly  issues  and  quarterly,  annual,  and  quinquennial  cumulations. 

This  Catalog  includes  all  titles  currently  cataloged  on  Library  of 
Congress  cards  and  all  monographic  titles  for  1956'  and  later  years  that 
are  reported  by  the  major  research  libraries  of  the  United  States  and 
some  Canadian  libraries.  Its  content  is  based  on  a  control  file ^ on 
cards  maintained  by  the  Catalog  Maintenance  and  Catalog  Publication 
Division.  Telephone  inquiries  concerning  imprints  of  1956  and  later 
years  should  be  made  on  Ext.  570.  Users  are  urged  to  consult  the  printed 
catalog  and  the  National  Union  Catalog  Register  of  Additional  Locations_^ 
first  issued  in  June  1956,  before  calling. 


2.  The  National  Union  Catalog  of  pre-1956  imprints  consists 
of  author-entry  card  files  of  about  15  million  cards  representing 
about  eight  million  different  titles  or  editions  to  be  found  in 
the  Library  of  Congress  and  more  than  seven  hundred  other  American 
libraries,  with  the  exception  of  those  printed  in  Oriental,  Hebraic, 
or  Cyrillic  characters . 

3.  Other  National  Union  Catalog  records  are  the  Chinese  Union 
Catalog  (Ext.  ^77),  the  Japanese  Union  Catalog  (Ext.  500),  and  the 
Korean  Union  Catalog  (Ext.  777)-  These  catalogs  are  maintained, 
respectively,  by  the  Chinese,  Japanese,  and  Korean  Sections  of  the 
Orientalia  Division.  The  Hebrew  Union  Catalog  and  the  Yiddish 
Union  Catalog  are  maintained  by  the  Hebraic  Section  of  the  Orientalia 
Division  (Ext.  358).  These  union  catalogs  are  accessible  to  the 
public  when  the  Reading  Rooms  of  the  Orientalia  Division  are  open. 

The  Slavic  Union  Catalog  (containing  original  catalog  cards  for 
Library  of  Congress  and  other  American  library  holdings  of  materials 
printed  in  Cyrillic  type)  is  maintained  by  the  Cyrillic  Bibliographic 
Project  (Ext.  6l6)  and  is  accessible  during  regular  working  hours 

to  staff  members  and  to  other  persons  by  special  permission.  The 
former  Cyrillic  Union  Catalog  of  transliterated  Slavic  titles 
arranged  in  three  files — by  title,  author,  and  subject-r-through 
April  1956  has  been  reproduced  in  microprint  by  the  Readex  Microprint 
Corporation.  A  copy  of  the  microprint  is  also  available  in  the 
Project  Office.  All  Slavic  language  titles  received  after  April  1958 
are  to  be  found  in  the  Slavic  Union  Catalog,  the  published  National 
Union  Catalog,  and  in  the  monographic  section  (Part  A)  of  the  Monthly 
Index  of  Russian  Accessions. 

The  Union  Catalog  Division  also  maintains  the  American  Imprints 
Inventory,  a  comprehensive  record  of  materials  printed  in  the  United 
States  from  18OI  to  I876  (the  file  of  imprints  through  I8OO  is  kept 
by  the  American  Antiquarian  Society  in  Worcester,  Mass.);  the  Card 
Index  to  Special  Collections  in  North  American  Libraries;  and  In  the 
Microfilming  Clearing  House,  a  record  of  extensive  microfilming 
projects,  and  the  National  Register  of  Microform  Masters.

Chinese  Collection: 

The  Chinese  Collection  began  in  I869  with  the  receipt  from  the 
Emperor  of  China  of  commentaries  to  the  classics,  and  was  augmented 


a  year  later  by  some  2,500  volumes  from  the  library  of  Caleb  Cushing, 
the  first  American  Minister  to  China.  Subsequently,  W.  W.  Rockhill 
presented  more  than  6,000  volumes,  and  the  Chinese  Government  pre¬ 
sented  7,000.  The  preeminence  of  the  collection  is  largely  due,  how¬ 
ever,  to  selections  made  before  1928  by  Dr.  Walter  T.  Swingle  of  the 
Department  of  Agriculture  and,  from  1928  on,  by  Dr.  Arthur  W.  Hummel, 
who  served  as  Chief  of  the  Division  from  that  date  until  his  retire¬ 
ment  in  195^*  The  collection  now  includes  over  3^9,000  volumes  in 
the  Chinese  language.  It  is  especially  rich  in  local  histories, 
works  on  agriculture,  botany,  materia  medica,  collected  writings  of 
individual  authors,  and  collectanea.  It  holds  over  6,300  serial 
titles,  of  which  some  360  are  currently  received.  It  has  microfilms 
of  some  2,800  of  the  rarest  items  in  the  possession  of  the  National 
Library  of  Peiping.  Positive  reproductions  of  these  films,  and  of 
Chinese-language  newspapers  being  microfilmed  (l6  of  which  are  filmed 
annually  on  a  continuing  basis)  may  be  purchased  from  the  Library's 
Photoduplication  Service.  Separate  catalogs  of  Chinese  books  and 
serial  publications  are  maintained  in  the  Chinese  and  Korean  Section, 
which  is  also  developing  a  union  catalog  of  Chinese  books  and  a 
iinion  card  file  of  Chinese  serials  in  the  United  States.  In  this 
collection  are  kept  also  books  in  the  Manchu,  Mongol,  and  Nashi 
languages.  Printed  cards  are  sold  by  the  Library's  Card  Division  for 
Chinese  works  CTirrently  cataloged. 

Korean  Collection

The  Korean  Collection  consists  of  more  than  25,500  volumes,  and 
approximately  1,100  serial  titles,  of  which  some  500  are  being 
currently  received.  This  collection  is  strong  in  works  on  history, 
literature,  and  social  organization.  Separate  catalogs  of  Korean 
monographs  and  serials  are  maintained  in  the  Chinese  and  Korean 
Section.  Printed  cards  are  sold  by  the  Library's  Card  Division  for 
works  currently  cataloged.  Fifteen  newspapers  in  the  Korean  langu¬ 
age  are  being  filmed  on  an  annual  basis.  Positive  reproductions 
of  these  films  are  available  from  the  Library's  Photoduplication 
Service . 

Japanese  Section

Japanese  books  niombering  over  U58,000  vol\imes  make  a  very  large 
working  collection  for  students  of  Japanese  history,  literature,  and 
institutions.  The  original  Japanese  collection,  which  was  begun  more 
than  50  years  ago  by  Dr.  Kan'ichi  Asakawa  of  Yale  University,  has  been 
greatly  expanded  in  the  post-war  years  by  purchase,  exchange,  and 
transfer  from  other  Government  agencies.  The  collection  is  partic¬ 
ularly  strong  in  the  humanistic  and  social  sciences  on  Japan,  Formosa, 
Korea, and  Manchuria  and  in  scientific  and  technological  serials.  Of 


noteworthy  interest  are  its  holdings  of  the  pre-war  publications  of 
the  South  Manchuria  Railway  Company,  "the  Government -Generals  of  Formosa 
and  of  Korea,  and  the  pre-19^5  publications  banned  by  the  Police  Bureau 
of  the  Ministry  of  Home  Affairs.  Its  files  of  periodicals  contain 
some  7,000  titles,  of  which  a  large  number  of  the  important  ones,  both 
scientific  and  cultural,  are  complete.  Special  attention  has  been 
given  to  developing  its  collection  of  statistical  material  and  of 
Japanese  Government  publications,  both  central  and  prefectural. 

It  has  some  2,900  reels  of  microfilm,  among  which  the  most  notable 
are  the  selected  archives  of  the  Japanese  Foreign  Office,  Army,  Navy, 
and  other  Government  agencies  from  l868  to  19^5-  Separate  catalogs 
of  Japanese  books  and  serial  publications,  including  the  Japanese 
Union  Catalog  and  the  Union  Card  File  of  Japanese  Serials ,  are 
maintained  in  the  Japanese  Section. 

Hebraic  Section

The  Hebraic  Section  contains  books  of  Hebraic,  Yiddish,  Aramaic,, 
Ethiopic ,  and  cognate  literatures.  Hebraica,  however,  is  paramount, 
nimbering  over  70,000  volumes.  Two  collections  totalling  about 
15,000  volumes  were  presented  in  1912  and  191^  by  the  late  Jacob  H. 
Schiff,  and  another  two  collections  amounting  to  about  6,000  volumes 
were  purchased  from  the  same  collector  in  1917  and  1921.  Yearly 
accessions  by  gift,  exchange,  copyright,  and  purchase  have  increased 
the  number  to  the  present  total.  It  includes  a  considerable  number 
of  incunabula,  early  prints,  and  rarities.  Reference  materia]  is 
available  on  the  Bible;  the  Ancient  Near  East,  its  cultures  and  language 
and  on  Jews  and  Judaism  in  every  part  of  the  world  from  Biblical 
times  up  to  the  present,  including  history,  bibliography,  biography, 
religion,  cultural  and  social  conditions,  Jewish  settlements  in 
various  lands,  Zionism,  Anti-Semitism,  and  political  and  economic 
rights  of  the  Jews.  About  185,000  volumes  of  related  works  in 
Western  languages  supplement  its  unique  resources  for  study  and  re¬ 
search  in  this  area. 

Near  East  Section

The  Near  East  Section  was  established  in  19^5  ns  the  result  of 
experience  in  World  War  II  pointing  to  the  need  of  a  special  unit 
responsible  for  building  up  the  Library's  collection  not  only  in 
the  languages  of  the  area  but  also  in  western  languages  concerning 
that^area.  The  Section  is  concerned  with  materials  in  Arabic,  Turkish 
Persian,  Armenian,  and  other  languages  of  this  area,  which  extends  from 
Afghanistan  in  the  east  to  Morocco  in  the  west,  and  from  Turkey  and 
Central  Asia  in  the  north  to  the  Sudan  in  the  south,  excluding  only 
Israel.  The  collections  in  the  area's  languages  number  ov^r  51,700, 
the  largest  single  collection  being  in  Arabic.  Materials  in  wekern 
languages  are  in  the  general  collections  and  have  been  estimated 


as  numlDering  over  200,000.  The  collections  present  a  -wide  and 
balanced  coverage  of  the  literature  produced  by  and  concerning  the 
Near  and  Middle  East  and  North  Africa,  vith  especial  emphasis  on 
the  languages  and  linguistic  sciences  related  to  the  area;  history- 
ancient,  medieval  and  modern  (both  general  and  in  relation  to  each 
political  division);  the  vernacular  press  a-nd  government  publica¬ 
tions.  Service  of  the  collections  is  aided  by  special  catalogs  in 
the  Section  and  by  the  maintenance  of  union  catalogs  of  materials  in 
the  above-mentioned  languages  held  by  other  libraries  in  the  United 
States.  Special  collections  of  note  are  the  Mansuri  collection  with 
over  5j000  volumes  on  all  nhases  of  Islam  and  Islamic  culture  a-s 
well  as  the  Abdul  Hamid  collection  of  materials  in  old  Turkish,  a 

gift  to  the  Library  in  l88U.  Additions  to  personnel  in  the  Near 
East  Section  and  in  related  Sections  in  the  Library  have  resulted 
in  greater  controls  over  the  rapidly  growing  area-language  collection, 
especially  the  parts  in  Turkish,  Arabic  and  Armenian.  A  beginning 
has  been  made  also  in  Persian  and  Pushto.  These  controls,  besides 
fully  cataloged  titles,  include  serial  record  control  and  preliminary 
listing  of  language  materials  not  yet  cataloged. 

South  Asia  Section

The  South  Asia  Section  was  established  in  19^2  on  the  basis  of 
the  Project  for  the  Development  of  Indie  Studies,  inaugurated  in 
1938  through  grants  from  the  Carnegie  Foundation  and  the  American 
Council  of  Learned  Societies.  This  Section  has  for  its  purview 
India,  Pakistan,  Ceylon,  Tibet,  Burma,  Thailand,  Cambodia,  Laos, 
Vietnam,  Malaysia,  Singapore,  Indonesia, and  the  Philippines.  Not 
only  are  the  linguistic  disciplines  considered  but  also  anthropology, 
art,  archeology,  current  political  developments,  history,  law,  phil¬ 
osophy,  religion,  the  sciences,  social  institutions , and  contemporary 
conditions.  The  collections,  now  about  300,000  volumes,  are  largely 
maintained  in  the  General  Collection  with  the  exception  of  over  1,000 
manuscripts  in  the  custody  of  the  Manuscript  Division;  and  serials, 
newspapers  and  over  ^4^,000  books  in  the  vernacular  languages  of  the 
area  and  special  collections  which  are  maintained  and  serviced  by 
the  Section.  Card  catalogs  for  books  in  western  languages  on  the 
area,  and  a  subject  catalog  on  Southeast  Asia  and  union  catalogs  of 
vernacular  books  for  South  Asia  and  Southeast  Asia  are  maintained  in 
the  Section.

The  Photoduplication  Service  was  organized  in  1938  as  a  result 
of  a  grant  by  the  Rockefeller  Foundation  establishing  a  revolving 
fund.  Its  responsibilities  include  supplying  photoreproductions 
of  materials  in  the  Library's  collections  to  Congress,  other 
government  agencies,  individuals  and  institutions,  subject  to 
copyright  and  certain  other  necessary  restrictions. 

The  Photoduplication  Laboratory  produces  photostats,  electro¬ 
static  prints,  photographs,  microfilm,  enlargement  prints,  color 
transparencies,  and  slides  (black  and  white  or  color),  blueprints, 
ozalid  prints,  etc.  Price  lists  and  order  forms  are  available  on 
request.  Orders  may  be  placed  in  person  at  the  Business  Office, 
which  is  located  on  the  ground  floor  of  the  Annex  (Room  G-IOO9), 
or  through  the  mail.  The  Special  Services  Section  of  the  Photo¬ 
duplication  Service  maintains  a  reference  and  searching  staff  to 
investigate  the  availability  of  requested  material,  prepare  cost 
estimates,  and  secure  materials  from  the  collections  for  the 
laboratory.  It  also  acts  as  custodian  for  and  supplies  photo¬ 
duplicates  of  over  100,000  scientific  and  technical  reports  released 
through  the  Publication  Board  of  the  Department  of  Commerce,  Office 
of  Technical  Services,  prior  to  June  1,  I961.  These  reports  were 
either  never  printed  in  quantity  or  are'  now  out“of- print .  Orders 
for  photocopies  requested  under  the  American  Documentation  Institute 
Aiixiliary  Publications  Program  are  also  processed  in  this  section. 

In  addition,  the  Photoduplication  Service  is  the  custodian  of 
the  Library's  Master  Negative  Microfilm  Collection  totaling  more 
than  80,000  reels.  Of  particular  interest  are  the  microfilms  of  the 
Presidential  Papers,  the  manuscript  collections  in  the  libraries  at 
Mt.  Sinai,  and  the  Greek  and  Armenian  Patriarchiates  in  Jerusalem, 

Early  State  Records  of  the  United  States,  Official  Papers  in  the 
Japanese  Ministry  of  Foreign  Affairs,  and  both  current  and  retrospective 
files  of  more  than  8OO  domestic  and  foreign  newspapers  and  other  serials . 
Detailed  information  about  the  material  in  these  and  other  special 
collections,  as  well  as  cooperative  microfilming  projects,  is  available 
from  the  Photoduplication  Service,  or  may  be  consulted  in  the  Microfilm 
Clearing  House  Bulletin,  Newspapers  on  Microfilm,  and  the  National 
Register  of  Microform  Masters.

The  Slavic  and  Central  European  Division  is  responsible  for 
the  Library's  services  and  programs  pertaining  to  the  cultural, 
political,  social,  and  economic  life  of  Albania,  Austria,  Bulgaria, 
Czechoslovakia,  Estonia,  Finland,  Germany,  Greece,  Hungary,  Latvia, 
Lithuania,  Poland,  Rumania,  the  Soviet  Union,  Switzerland,  and 
Yugoslavia.  A  considerable  portion  of  the  book  and  serial  pro¬ 
duction  in  these  areas  is  currently  received  and  added  to  the 
existing  substantial  collections  of  the  Library.  A  limited  supply 
of  a  recent  survey  article  outlining  the  Library's  Slavic  and  East 
European  resources  and  facilities  is  available  upon  request. 

The  Division  staff  provides  specialized  reference  and  consultant 
services  in  person,  by  telephone,  or  by  correspondence.  Reference 
aids  developed  by  the  Division  include  a  card  file  on  recent  articles 
on  Central  and  East  Europe  which  appeared  in  periodicals  issued  in 
West  European  languages .

Information  contained  in 
the  1,250,000  volumes  is  disseminated  through  bibliographies, 
loans,  photocopies,  and  reference  services  to  agricultural 
colleges  and  universities,  research  institutions.  Government 
agencies,  agricultural  associations,  industry,  individual 
scientists,  farmers,  and  the  general  public  in  most  parts 
of  the  world.  Since  the  Library's  primary  purpose  is  to  pro¬ 
vide  for  research  needs,  substantive  publications  in  agriculture, 
interpreted  in  its  broadest  sense,  are  collected.  Included  are 
publications  on  botany,  zoology,  entomology,  agricultural 
chemistry,  agricultural  engineering,  soils,  forestry,  agricul¬ 
tural  products,  home  economics,  rural  sociology,  agricultural 
economics,  and  agricultural  statistics.  Publications  on  sub¬ 
jects  ranging  from  aerology  to  zootomy  are  regularly  acquired 
from  more  than  two  hundred  countries .  About  50  percent  of  the 


incoming  publications  received  in  the  National  Agricultural 
Library  are  in  foreign  languages,  ranging  from  French, 

German,  Scandinavian,  and  Russian  to  Chinese,  Arabic  and 
Malay.  In  addition  to  extensive  bibliographies  in  the 
field  of  agriculture  and  the  underlying  sciences,  the 
National  Agriciiltural  Library  has  issued  monthly  since 
July,  19^2,  the  Bibliography  of  Agriculture ,  which  is  a 
classified  index  to  the  literature  of  agriculture  added  to 
the  Library  collection. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  two  branches  of  the  National 
Agricultural  Library  are  concerned  with  special  subject 
matters.  The  Law  Branch  is  responsible  for  the  law  collection 
and  the  compilation  of  legislative  histories.

Besides  serving  as  an  invaluable  source  of  fact  and 
precedent  for  Federal  officials,  records  in  the  National 
Archives  are  basic  to  research  in  a  multitude  of  fields. 
Diplomatic  relations  can  be  traced  in  the  records  of  the 
State  Department,  and  land  and  Indian  policies  in  the 
records  of  the  General  Land  Office  and  the  Office  of  Indian 
Affairs.  Growth  of  foreign  and  domestic  trade  and  navigation 
is  shown  in  the  records  of  the  Commerce  Department,  the 
Customs  Bureau,  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission,  and  other 
agencies.  Pension  and  census  records  are  rich  in  materials 
for  genealogical  study.  Expansion  to  the  West,  immigration, 
capital  and  labor,  reclamation,  conservation,  public  health, 
agriculture,  fiscal  policy  and  administration,  railroads 
and  other  means  of  transportation,  communication,  national 
defense,  and  Federal  administration  are  some  of  the  many 
subjects  dealt  with  in  the  Federal  records.  Even  for  the 
study  of  local  and  regional  history,  records  of  the  Army 
Depaxtment  and  the  Agriculture  Department,  for  instance, 
are  invaluable.  Most  Federal  archival  sources  for  the  study 
of  naval  history  and  military  affairs  and  of  the  emergency 
agencies  of  World  War  II  are  in  the  National  Archives. 


The  Library,  comprising  more  than  150,000  books  and 
pamphlets,  has  material  on  United  States  history,  especially 
the  administrative  history  of  Federal  agencies;  biography 
of  important  figures  in  American  Government;  and  public 
and  archival  administration.
